EXPORT TRADE CONTROL 

Subject: Export of manufactures and products of silver with 
more than 10 per cent silver content—^procedure 
regarding export of electrical and electronic goods 
and other manufactured items. 

F, No. 21/1/79-EI.—Attention is invited to Export 
Policy of the manufactures and products of silver with 
more than 10 per cent Silver Content, appearing in col. 3 
against S. No. 77(iu) of Policy Statement, page 22 of 
Export Policy, 1980-81. 

2. On a review of the situation and in order to facilitate 
export of electrical and electronic goods and other manu¬ 
factured items, it has been decided that the existing condi¬ 
tions appearing in Col. 3 against S. No. 77(ill), shall 1^ 
substituted by the following ;— 

“Export will be allowed by the regional licooamg 
authorities, subject to the following conditions; 

(a) The quantum of silver used in the. articlei 
exported, is in international value terms, sot 
more than 2/3rd of the f.o.b. value of the e.xport 
order;

(b) The exporter undertakes to import within one 
month of export, silver in weight equal to 103 
per cent of the silver content of the article 
exported; 

OR 

Where silver chemicals/silver components have 
been used in the export product, the exporters 
will have to import silver chemicals/silver com¬ 
ponents which had actually gone Into the manu¬ 
facture of the export product of a value 
equivalent to 105 per cent of the international 
value of such items used la the export product 
within one month of the export, 

•■c) The exporter furnishes a bank guarantee equal 
to 75 per cent of the f.o.b. value of the article* 
exported. The said bank guarantee will bo 
cancelled on production of satisfactory evidence 
of his fulfilment of condition at (b) above. 
However, registered exporters as defined in 
Para 6, Chapter 2 of Import Policy (April 
1980—March 1981) will be allowed to furtUsb 
u legal undertaking for the Imports of silver 
chemicals or silver components, as the case may 
be. In case of failure to arrange the import 
within one month of export, the exporter shall be 
liable for penal action under the Imports (Control) 
Order, 1955 and Exports (Control) Order, 
1977, as amended from time to time.
